We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1902. 

In January, 1902, Most Rev. Dr. Owens, the Commissioner representing the Constitution of 
Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education, resigned and was succeeded by Yen. mmission. 
irchdeacon Smollen. In July following, Archdeacon Smollen resigned, and Most Rev. 

Dr. Owens was again elected Commissioner. This is the only change which took place 
iour Body during the year, and accordingly, the constitution of the Commission is now 
uir was in July, 1902, the date of our last Report.

Compared with the year 1901, our income from all sources shows a small falling off 
of £25. But although our total income suffered little during the year, that of the 
Ulster Koval Schools shows a diminution of £600 ; the principal sufferers being Armagh, 

£250, and Enniskillen, £820. This, falling off is particularly serious in the case of 
Armagh, owing to the large annuity charges on that estate. 

Turning to the expenditure side of our account, we expended £380 more than we ^ 
received, thereby reducing the balance which stood to credit of the accounts at the 
beginning of the year by a similar amount.

The Ulster Royal School Endowments . — The Schools sharing in these Endowments- 
continue to be efficiently conducted. In Appendix C, infra pp. 21-22, will be found ^ 
our Secretary’s General Report, of inspection of these Schools, which, as the Officer 
appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, he made last autumn. We beg to refer to this ^ 
document, which contains particulars as to the numbers in attendance, the condition of ^ 
the School buildings, and the efficiency of the Schools. * 

The total number on the School Rolls was 681, showing the substantial increase of 5 ,^ 
1 03 on the number for the previous year. This large increase is mainly to be accounted 
for by the fact that the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education have taken over the : n. 
management of the Girl’s School formerly held in the north wing of Dungannon Royal 
School Buildings. Increases have taken place in the following Schools : — Armagh 
Royal, an increase of 10 ; St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, 13 ; St. Patrick’s College, 
Cavan, 11; Portora, Enniskillen, 4 ; St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan, 17 ; Dun- 
gannon Royal, 52 ; St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, 2. In the remaining Schools 
the numbers have fallen off as follows : — Cavan Royal, 3 ; Raphoe Royal, 2 ; St 
Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, 1. 'In addition to the above Schools, must be 
mentioned St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, with an attendance roll of 18, the 
management of which has been recently taken over by the Fermanagh Roman Cathode 
Board of Education. This School, however, has not yet qualified to share in the 
■ Endowments, as, having been only very recently opened, it failed to secure an 
attendance of 20 pupils, and tej obtain 7 passes at the Intermediate Examinations. 


The standard of efficiency, as tested by the Intermediate Examinations, is not quite so L 
high as that for the previous year ; the percentage of “ Passes ” in 1902 being 64'3 as- ^ 
compared with a percentage of 68 in 1901. It should be remarked, however, that the 
percentage of Passes for the whole of Ireland in 1902 was only 58‘9, and thayi^. 
accordingly, the Schools, when compared with Ireland as a whole, more than maintained . 
their favourable record of the previous year.

Preston Endowment. — The gross income of this Endowment was £l,2S5 0s. 0\d., as Preston, 
compared with £440 Is. 3 \d. in 1901 ; the. explanation of the increase being that the 
rents due in September, 1901, were not paid until the early months of 1902, The 
amount at our disposal for educational purposes was £857 8s. Id., as compared with 
198 12s. 3 d. for 1901, and this amount we divided and allocated according to the 
Scheme.

Limerick Diocesan School Endowment. — The income of this Endowment, which 
consists of the rent of Roxboro’ Road School premises, and dividends on £63 Is. gtf. 
Government Stock, is steadily accumulating in our hands. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix D. IV. and V., we give Summaries of our Rentals for the years 1900- 
1901, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. We have 
omitted the Fermanagh Estate, the sale of which is practically completed. . 

The year’s Rentals have decreased from £3,850 to £3,755. This reduction has been 
caused by the fixing of rents under the Land Acts, the sufferers being Armagh Estate 
to the extent of £79, and Tyrone Estate to the extent of £16. Our receipts by way of 
rents show a falling off of over £300, and the amount of outstanding arrears has 
increased by over £200. In connection with those arrears, however, it is only right to 
remark that our Agents reported them to have arisen under peculiar circumstances, 
and that there was every prospect of their early recovery. As a matter of fact, the 
increase of arrears on the Carysfort Estate was wiped off last Autumn. 

Fermanagh Estate. — The sale of the Fermanagh Estate is now practically completed, 
only one holding remaining to be sold. In this case some difficulty has arisen on a 
question of sub-division, but we hope soon to be in a position to sign the necessary 
contract.

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There has been a large increase in the total number of pupils on the Rolls, amounting, as it does, to no less 
than 121 pupils. This, however, includes 51 pupils, in the female branch of the Royal School, Dungannon 
together with 18 pupils at St. Michael’s College, Euniskillen. The total number on the Rolls of all the 
Schools, amounts to 699 pupils. The number who competed at the Intermediate Examinations was 394 
of whom 198 passed ; that is to say, 50 per cent. The total of the “ Intermediate School Rolls” was 458' 
All the Schools except one fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme, the exception being St. Michael’s 
College, Enniskillen. 


The low percentage of success at the Intermediate Examinations is very remarkable. This, however, may 
be due to a large extent to the conditions and circumstances of the examinations held for the first time under 
the New Rules. The requirement that each pupil, except in the Preparatory Grade, should pass in six subjects 
does not appear to me to be very exacting, seeing that in previous years most of the pupils passed in six 
subjects ; but, with great respect, I must enter my protest against 40 per cent, of the total maximum marks 
being required in each subject, except Greek and German. In Mathematical subjects, in the higher grades at 
all events, 30 per cent, of success would appear to be a reasonable amount for the boy of average intelligence 
to attain to, in order to secure a Pass. I say nothing of the Examination Papers, although I have heard a 
series of complaints, for the all sufficient reason that I have not seen them. 

There was no illness of an epidemic or infectious nature in any of the Schools. 

All the Schools are in a flourishing condition ; and with regard to St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, seeing 
that it was last year carried on. in temporary premises, under considerable disadvantage, that it was only 
opened last year, and that it will shortly be transferred to most suitable school premises, which are nearly 
completed, I would beg to suggest to the Commissioners whether they might not exercise the power vested in 
them of dispensing with the conditions wherein the School has failed, namely, having less than 20 pupils and 
passing less than 7 at the Intermediate Examinations, seeing that at present there are 26 pupils in attendance, 
and that there is every likelihood of the School fulfilling the conditions during the present year. The 
condition of the School buildings is satisfactory. Certain small repairs are required at Armagh Royal and 
Dungannon Royal. They will be attended to as soon as the financial condition of the respective Boards will 
allow. 


St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, was carried on in its new School buildings during the last year. These 
buildings are most suitable in every way. 


I beg to report the compliance of each School, except St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, with the require- 
ments of the Scheme in the respect of the School year ended August 1, 1902.

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We have again to report that no candidates entered for the Free Place Examinations, which were advertised 
in due course. 

A sum of money was again placed at the disposal of the Head Master by Mr. R. G. M'Crum which 
provided a number of prizes which were distributed at the end of the school year. 

An admirable laboratory has been fitted-up and is in use for the instruction of the Natural Science Classes 
A sum of .£54 5s. 6d. has been received from the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction towards 
the expenses incurred in providing this room, and some further assistance is expected from the Department 
towards the cost of the appliances in connection therewith. Arrangements are being made with the 
Board’s Bankers to meet the remainder of the expenses connected with the laboratory and with some 
necessary sanitary repairs, and the Head Master has agreed that the loan shall gradually be repaid out of the 
results fees earned by the Natural Science Classes. 

During the year covered by this Report our Board has received nothing from the Commissioners of 
Education, and we have consequently been obliged to throw the whole burden of maintaining this old Public 
School upon the Head Master. Our only expenditure lias been £2 to enable our Hon. Secretary to pay for the 
audit of our accounts and for postage. 

We are decidedly of opinion that we have a just claim for help from His Majesty’s Government, and we 
submit that Parliament might now be asked to take over the superannuation annuities, which are such a heavy 
charge upon the Armagh Royal School Endowment, or to give us equivalent support in some other way. 

An abstract of the accounts last audited by the Local Government Board are appended.
